DESIGN No. 1 


HIS is a larger and better class house than we had planned for this 
book. The design is of such exceptional merit, and the plan so well 
proportioned and conveniently arranged as to make it truly a model of 

its class. For beauty, utility, comfort and general practicability, combined 
with moderate cost, this design is unequalled. 

The porch has a cement floor and steps and wood columns. The outside 
chimney is brick with a rough stucco finish, and the roof and side walls of 
shingles. Flower boxes under the living room windows and at the front edge 
of the porch afford places for ferns or flowers after the charming California 
fashion. The interior arrangement is excellent and affords more conveniences 
than many more pretentious houses. The living room has a fireplace; and a 
bookease and music cabinet are built into the arch which separates it from the 
dining room. Both rooms are corniced, and have the best of finish. The din- 
ing room has a beautiful buffet. 

One of the greatest labor saving devices of recent years is here shown 
in the small breakfast room. These rooms have become immensely popular 
and are being built into all classes of houses. In small houses they often take 
the place of dining room, and in the larger ones are used for all family and 
informal serving, thus greatly lessening the constant care of the larger room. 
The kitchen has a cooler, a stove hood to carry off odors, and is unusually 
well supplied with cupboards. The screen porch has two stationary laundry 
trays and a good broom closet. 

The bath room has a medicine cabinet and all fixtures conveniently ar- 
ranged; and private entrance is secured through the small hall. Both bed- 
rooms are of good size and have ample closet room, with a chest of drawers 
for each.

The spacious living room extends through the center of the house, a desery- 
edly popular arrangement, the double exposure giving an unusually pleasant aspect 
to the living room, which is really the most important room in the house.

Make this court accessible by using the full length 
French windows, and it will serve as a sheltered outdoor sitting room when weather 
permits. 

The interior conveniences are many, including good closets, kitchen cupboards, 
medicine cabinet, buffet and screen porch. 
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This house is of the same general style as that on the opposite page. 
It is set slightly higher, but has the same broad, low effect and inviting 
appearance. It has shingled and stained side walls, composition roof, ce- 
ment porch floor and steps, and brick pedestals capped with cement.

COST OF BUILDING BUNGALOWS 


The cost of building our Bungalows in cold climates, and in some 
warm climates, has been considerably more than our estimates. The 
reason is found to be due, not to any higher cost of the Bungalow style, 
but to local conditions. Some of the peculiar local considerations, which 
absolutely determine the cost, are: (1) day cost of labor; (2) hours of 
labor; (3) quality of workmanship obtainable; (4) contract or no con- 
tract; (5) competition; (6) owner’s requirements as regards quality 
throughout; (7) weather conditions which hamper or facilitate work; 
(8) soils; (9) climatic conditions determining the questions of double 
floors, sheathing, insulating materials, etc.; (10) size of basement, if 
any, ete. 

Our estimates are about the average for the Pacific Coast, without 
any changes in plans. If cost is of first consideration, you should have 
your builder figure them from the working blue prints. Stretch your 
appropriation a little, if necessary, to get what you want. A home is 
worth more than money or lands to you, and the average home is built 
for a lifetime, so it pays to get what you want even at a temporary 
sacrifice. But insure the best results for your money by getting com- 
plete, reliable plans.

Bungalows shown in this book are perfectly suited to hot climates 
without any changes whatever. Wide, projecting eaves shield the walls 
from the intense rays of the sun. Plenty of windows afford necessary 
ventilation. In the flat-roofed houses the ventilation of attics is pro- 
vided for, and most of the other higher attics are treated the same.
